In response to the outstanding restriction requirement applicant 
provisionally elects Group I inclusive of claims 1-12 and 14-17 drawn to a 
pharmaceutical composition for prosecution on the merits. This election is made 
without traverse. 

In response to the further request of the Examiner under paragraph 3 
applicant further elects from the disclosed species A the radish root selected from 
Raphanus. Moreover, applicant elects from the disclosed species B the tea "green 
tea" and from the disclosed species C applicant elects the ingredient daucas carota var 
sativa for prosecution on the merits. 
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Applicant acknowledges that upon the allowance of a generic claim 
applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species written in 
dependent form to include all the limitations of the allowed generic claim.
